WASHINGTON—Possible = discussion

Plans for taking up the Sims bill have 
heen completed and Democratic leaders 
on both sides of the issue have prepared 
their arguments. 

The Democrats held the House in ses- 
sion until 8:20 Jast night to push for- 
ward the rivers and harbors appropria- 
tion bill, which is the pending business. 
Consideration of this measure has been 
practically completed. 

The House agreed to meet at 11 o'clock 
on Thursday morning to dispose of the 
rivers and harbors bill, under an under- 
standing that it -will consume not more 
than two hours. 

Etforts to adjourn were made at 6 
o'clock by members desiring to drag 
along the rivers and harbors discussion, 
but this failed. 

Today is “Calendar Wednesday” in the 
House. As it would require a two thirds 
vote to displave the regular order it was 
thought best to let the rivers and har- 
hors bill and the taking up of the repeal 
bill go over until Thursday. 


Mr. Underwood to Oppose 


Democratic Leader Underwood this af- 
ternoon made. it plain that he had not 
changed his attitude against the 
peal resolution as reported.

History Review Is Given 

The history of, state immigration re- 
viewed in the report, leading up to the 
change in the character of the immi 
grants in later vears. The percentage of 
alien population in the United States has 
increased 14.7 between 1900 and 1910 and 
in Massachusetts it inereased 31.5. 

According to the tables given in the 
report, the English-speaking group now 
forms a smaller proportion of the immi- 
vrant population of the state, and in the 
the Irish, the most important 
numerically, there has been an actual nu 
merical 1890. The num- 
bera of Germans and of Welsh have also 
decreased since JOO,

Port been attacked in the columns of many of the 
ortuga <uropean press with respect to its treatment 
and of political prisoners. Since the fall of the 

| Monarchy the supposed maltreatment of 

Her || these prisoners has been, perhaps, the chief 
pile | peg upon which criticism and abuse of the 
Critics Republic has been hung. With the grariting 

a a | of the recent amnnesty another excuse had to 
be found. It is interesting, therefore, to 
note that nothing more substantial than the railway strike could be 
discovered. Acts of sabotage which, it should be remembered, are 
by no means confined to Portugal, were magnified into serious dis- 
orders, and the general situation dealt with in such a manner as to 
represent a condition approaching anarchy. Once again, however, 
this paper has been 1n a position to deny these reports, and to show 
that the startling statements appearing throughout the European 
press are, to say the least, inaccurate. 

Those who have made a careful study of developments in 
Europe during recent years, find no difficulty in recognizing the 
reason for the dissemination of reports intended to show that the 
Republic in Portugal has proved a failure and that the one remedy 
is the return tothe Monarchy. There is no question that the passing 
of the law of separation of church and state has given rise to more 
opposition, in certain quarters, than any other measure adopted by 
the Republican government. Nevertheless it may be said that Por- 
tugal today stands more resolutely for treedom than ever before. 
kreedom is synonymous with strength, whilst rigid control tends 
toward slavery. In Portugal we see the struggle between the two. 
There is little doubt on which side victory will eventually rest, and 
it is equally certain that a misrepresentation of facts will redound 
to anything but the credit of those responsible tor their publication. 

Meanwhile the country has good reason to congratulate itself 
upon the remarkable strides made in so short a period. In spite ot 
persistent misrepresentation, and encouraged by the past, the gov- 
ernment may fearlessly continue its progressive policy, knowing 
that as each new denunciation fails, the establishment of a permanent 
condition of growth and development 1s more nearly reached. 
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Ir 1s impossible to say whether the present 
manifest interest in birds and everything 
A Growing relating to birds in the United States is 
Interest traceable almost wholly, as many believe, to 
the recent agitation against their destruction 
in for commercial purposes, or whether it is the 
| result of a general advancement and refine- 
| ment of public thought. No doubt many 
|| people who had been indifferent were aroused 
~ and alarmed by the revelations consequent 
io the bird protection agitation, and no doubt, once aroused and 
alarmed, these people could not again return to indifference. It is 
only reasonable, therefore, to count a very large percentage’ of 
them now in the ranks of the interested. 

Sut we are inclined to take the view that interest in birds has 
been quietly but steadily growing in the United States through 
recent years, contemporarily and to a great extent sympathetically 
with the growth of culture. Love ‘for the arts, for the esthetic, 
tor the beautiful, could not leave birds any more than it could leave 
flowers out of the account. Music, sculpture, painting, architec- 
ture, literature may have seemingly engrossed attention at times 
to the exclusion of the things of nature, but this could be onlv 
temporary ; it could continue only until nature pressed its claim for 
recognition. There have had to be steps, and some of them have 


had to be taken slowly, but they have been or they are being taken; 


and American culture, like the culture of all other peoples, has 
reached the point where it is expanding from the limitations of 
the artificial into the infinitude of the natural. 

Art does not stop where nature begins; it simply receives a 
fresh impetus, a new impulse. Nothing that is creditable or remark- 
able in human accomplishment in the United States is likely to be 
less appreciated or less prized because, as our news columns show, 
the birds are coming into their own in the consciousness and recog- 
nition of government and people. 
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THERE has been a fine showing at the Mas- 
Takin sachusetts Agricultural College, during its 

4 farmers week, of the responsiveness to the 
the modern project of making the colleges serve 
the people directly instead of through the 
medium of a limited number of students. 
The men, and almost as numerously the 
women, who went to Amherst were given 
highly concentrated but practical counsel and 
instruction as to farm methods, an inclusive 
term, with the best ways of running the house, furnishing its rooms 
and feeding its occupants given place along with the problems of 
the yard, the field and the barn and the new devices of getting 
products to the customer. There was new and better showing of 
the utility of the agricultural school’s equipment and teaching force 
as a means of making the lot of the farmer immediately happier 
because more profitable and easier. This supplements, though it 
hardly equals, the farmers’ schools that are being held the state over 
by the groups of experts who go out from the institution and spend 
a week in a place, crowding the time full of the sort of teaching 
which the situation demands. 

Presently we shall have the tarmers better educated than any 
other class. For them the college has come out-of-doors and knocks 
at the farm gate, ready in disposition and prepared by study and 
experiment to give a lift at the tasks wf the tarm and advice in the

perplexities of the home. The advantage which tarmers enjoy 
over the other people is that they are not held to tour years of col- 
jiege help but will have it pressed upon them so long as they are 
fairly receptive. The benefits of the greater skill and productivity 
on the farm are so widespread that there will be no lack of approval 
for this class enterprise, but the query arises as to whether there 
may not be like extension for training in other callings, even for 
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education that has no limitation as to callings. In Kansas the pres- 
ent boast is that the whole state has been made the campus of the 
state university—even more intimately, that the state is the class- 
room. Having carried on instruction by correspondence in about 
every topic that schools can touch, the new device is to send out 
university instructors to any corner of the state where there is 
demand by a group of as few as six people who want to learn in 
any one of the long list of branches. The desire to know, and to 
gain in knowing all through life, is not confined to the tillers of 
the soil or the housewives of the farm. 

For the present, Massachusetts will be content with the agri- 
cultural college taking to the road, and will share approval of the 
project with those who get the first-hand benefit. It is occasion 
for pride to the whole state that the institution at Amherst 1s fur- 
nishing high example of what is there called “sending the college 
to the people.” : 
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NEGOTIATIONS between the federal depart- 
ment of justice, the Governor and the public

officials of the New York, New Haven & Compromise 
Hartford railroad, have at last brought | 
about a compromise settlement. Ratification, Is 
so far as can now be predicted, is dependent 
upon affirmative action by the stockholders Welcome 
of the railroad and by the Legislature of 
Massachusetts, before which the facts will 
frst come officially in Governor Walsh’s message. As the terms of 
the agreement, meet with the approval of both Mr. Brandeis and 
Commissioner Anderson it is not likely that any serious opposition 
will develop against such action as the Legislature must take to 
render the plan operative. Mr. Brandeis says of the compact that, 
if carried out, it “will put an end forever to that monopoly in trans- 
portation from which Massachusetts particularly has suffered griev- 
ously nearly seven years. Railroad and steamship development long 
arrested may now be resumed, great properties and small tortunes 
nay slowly recover from the ruthless sacrifice to which they were 
subjected, and with honest observance of law prosperity may be 
restored.” 

By this agreement the railway company gains extension of time 
within which to carry on the process of separating the many con- 
stituents brought together by Messrs. Morgan and Mellen. Stock- 
holders’ and investors’ interests are thus guarded from what might 
have been too summary action. But beyond this the concessions ot 
ihe government are not important. The company, to be sure, 
escapes litigation with the nation as prosecutor; it is now relatively 
free to meet, as best it may, difficult problems of financing that loom 
up; and its higher officials can now turn to the normal administra- 
tive functions of their offices. On the other hand, control of the 
Boston & Maine, coast steamship lines and trolley routes in Massa- 
chusetts and Rhode Island is to be given up; and the problem of 
ihe Long Island sound steamers 1s left for later action by the inter- 
state commerce commission. In selection of the trustees to guard 
public interests and supervise the transfers agreed upon, it is ev1- 
dent that due regard has been given to the common weal. 

For this outcome of a serious, tangled and increasingly costly 
controversy, affecting not only the immediate and future interests 
of New England but the good repute of the United States among 
Kuropean investors, there can be naught but gratitude. Men of 
character and insight differ totally as to the relative merits, under 
modern conditions, of monopoly and competition in solving trans- 
portation problems and defining relations of corporations to each 
other. But when statute law, judicial interpretation and popular 
feeling agree in condemnation of monopoly, resistance can hardly 


be worth while.

Nothing 1s truer than that nearness and neighborliness are work- 
ing toward intimacies and understandings among the peoples of the 
earth which emotion and passion are finding it more and more dif- 
ficult to disturb. Steam, the telegraph, the ocean cable, the telephone 
and now radio-electricity, are unifving the nations and the races 


through the diffusion of intelligence. These great inventions of 


modern times have provided instruments for the dissemination of 
the common and better thoughts of mankind, for the spreading of 
charity, for the advancement 6f higher ideals, for the promotion 
of universal friendship, peace and good will. 

It may be impossible still to hold as secondary the commercial 
or the political phase of the world-embracing electrification move- 
ment in which the two great English-speaking nations are at present 
conspicuously engaged. Concession must be made for. the time 
being to those in and out of official place who stubbornly hold to 
the utilitarian ; but while commercial and political ends of tremendous 
meaning and stupendous value will unquestionably be attained 
through the wireless ‘knitting of national or imperial interests, with- 
out much doubt they will be overshadowed in the future by the 
intellectual, moral and spiritual gains which this unification will 
secure to the human race in general. 


THERE appears to be agreement in some quarters that the ten 
vreatest inventions of the last twenty-five years are the electric fur- 
nace, the steam turbine, the gasoline automobile, motion pictures, the 
aeroplane, wireless telegraphy, the induction coil, the linotype, electric 
welding and the cyanide process of gold extraction. It would seem 
from this that the time has arrived for safety razor users to organize.

As representa- 
tives they were taken into the confidence of a burden-bearer and 
shown his heart, if thereby, in indirect but none the less effective 
ways, they might thereafter aid in changing the popular notion of 
a masterful mentality and wilful executive lacking in affections or 
But so unique was the revelation, so moving in some of 
its admissions, so persuasive in its pleadings for more freedom from 
traditions and conventions of the office, that the journalists rightly 
decided that the President's words should go directly to the people; 
and he, we think fortunately, assented. 

The cry of the human to the human always meets response, 
and hence it is not at all surprising to have testimony from all quar- 
ters that the publicity given to this informal talk has much strength- 
ened the chief magistrate with the people. He has shattered once 
and for all some popular misconceptions about his dourness, his 
hyper-dignity, his self-sufficiency and his reticence. The people now 
know that while he may be no less a responsible party leader 
and national and international statesman than they have believed 
him to be, he is yet a man with cravings for companionship who 
revolts against the conventions that high office and care for his 
personal safety seem to make imperative. Talk like this, rising as 
it does to planes of much dignity and nobility and then descending 
to the colloquialisms of the day, shows amid its serious candor both 
humor and pathos.

COINCIDENTAL with news from Los Angeles |; 
to the effect that the idea of training students s 
with special reference to municipal employ- Training 
ment finds favor in certain quarters, comes for 
news of a visit of thirty students of the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania to New York city, 
where, in a few hours, they were expected to 
acquire valuable information concerning the 
government of that great trade center of the 
United States. [he Los Angeles idea is to 
establish a system of education which will enable students whose 
taste and talent may lie in that direction to fit themselves for local 
government positions. The spokesman of this proposed departure, 
Councilman Conwell, we are told, in a recent address reviewed the 
eeneral public's lack of acquaintance with the fifty-odd departments 
and commissions of the municipality, holding that the need for per- 
sons qualified to carry on the business of the city understandingly 
and efficiently was very great and constantly becoming greater. He, 
therefore, would favor establishment of an educational institution 
especially designed to train students in the art of municipal gov- 
ernment. 

University of Pennsylvania students, visiting New York city 
by appointment and receiving attention from certain heads of depart- 
ments, might acquire considerable useful information in the course 
of a few hours, but it will seem to those who™are disposed to think 
deeply on this subject, we believe, that at the best this information 
will fall short of meeting the requirements. One may obtain a good 
impression of an industry from a brief visit to a factory, but knowl- 
edge thus obtained will be entirely general; to be of real value to 
one intending to engage in the business, knowledge concerning that 
business must be basic and specific. To understand the government 
of New York or of any other large city requires training, appren- 
ticeship, experience. The great majority of civ‘l servants do not 
obtain this equipment at the proper time or in the proper way. 
Many of them are novices who should be proficients. Many are 
crude who should be finished. Again, many of those in municipal 
office and employment are utterly unfit for the vocation. Hence 
the poor quality and the enormous cost of much of the work per-

formed. 

Under the merit system civil servants are growing in number 
annually in the United States. The one serious fault of the merit 
system is found in its tendency to develop and encourage an official 
class. Public office and public employment should be open to all 
qualified persons who may seek either, and that the civil service may 
be constantly freshened by the addition of recruits from the ranks 
of non-official citizenship greater provision should be made for such 
persons as may care to qualify. It might not be wise to make office 
or place-holding a profession, but it might be wise to add municipal 
service to the vocations now open and, with regard always to merit 
or efficiency, to encourage a larger percentage from the student ranks 
to compete for the opportunities it has to offer. There is manifest 
need of an educated municipal service in the United States, and 


‘perhaps the surest way of obtaining it is to teach civics with greater 


thoroughness in the schools and colleges. 


THERE are now a sufficient number of women qualified as voters 
in Chicago to change radically and for the better the aldermanic 
situation in that city. The April election will determine whether they 
will use their newly acquired privilege to the advantage of the 
community. 


TRADE statistics show that 35,000,000 bunches of bananas were 
consumed in the United States last vear. The fruit has become a 
staple and it is about time that the agricultural colleges were discover- 
ing a means of growing it in the apple and peach belt.
